Attorney Mafic Lane, a former 
East Suioa Assemblyman a«H 
a pnminojt meatier of the New 
York Bar, has been traveUmg 
througbocrt tin IMed States and 
Europe,- attacking the case 
against Lee Barmy Oswald, the 
alleged slayer ef President Ken- 
nedy, and the actions of the War- 
rea Commission which is- investi- 
gating the slaying. 

Lane, in adfeesshg Ins various 
audiences, declines to speculate 
on who killed the President. 

Instead, Lane confines himself 
to poking holes hi the case against 


Oswald as outlined by the Dallas 
District Attorney Henry Wade 
and some FBI agents. 

Lane points out that the persons 
conducting the investigation kept 
switching their statements about 
• the murder weapon and the med- 
ical findings, 

He also gmses the discre- 
pancy between Oswald’s actual 
physical appearance and the des- 
cription given to the Dallas police 
by an actual eyewitness to the 
murder of patrolman J. T. Trip- 
pit, who’ described the cop-killer * 
as a “short, somewhat stocky . 


man with bushy hair.** 

Lane clams that be has the 
depositions and sworn- statements 
of fifteen witnesses who say they 
heard four or five shots in front 
of the Presidential limousine. 

The FBI 'am! the Dallas police 
stoutly maintain that Oswald 
fired three rifie. shots from a win- 
dow, of file Xmas Book Deposi- 
'tory Building which the Presir 
dential car had already passed 
at the time of the assassination. 

Lane firmly believes that more 
than one person was involved in 
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the killing. ; 

While Lane believes that Oswald 
was innoc e n t, he is honest enough- 
to admit that be doubts he will 
be aWe to exonerate him beyond 
a shadow of doubt. 

He contends that the FBI, the 
Secret Service and file Dallas pol- 
ice have intimidated a number 
of witnesses who contradict the 
“accepted” version oF the kflHng. 

Lane points out that a young 
man who gave him valuable in- 
formation, later “jumped” from 
a window of toe Dallas jail and 


is now in a prison hospital and 
cannot have any visfters. 

Another witness who gave Lane 
an affidavit is recovering fmn 
a mysterious womd in the bead, 
and a girl who worked tor Jack 
Ruby, the convicted killer of 
Oswald, committed suicide by 
hanging, herself. 

Lane has completely abandon- 
ed. his legal practice and is de- 
voting all of his time to the Os- 
wald case. 

He firmly believes that Jack 
Ruby killed an innocent man.
